ful catastrophe. The lower part of it was made of 
bronze, and the upper, with the mouth-pitce, of solid 
gold. The King of Naples presented it to the King 
of Great Br.tam, and from this antique the instruments 
now called by the Italians Trombeni, have been fash- 
ioned. In quality of tone it has not been equalled by 
any of modern make, and musicians allege that it has 
done more towards augmenting the sublime effects of 
the orchestra, than any of the known instruments. 
The Artazerxes of M: io was po d in one 
of the first theatres of Rome, with the music of Ber- 
toni; the inimitable Pacch:arvtti, executed the part of 
Arbacis.

THE BLIND. 

From the first annual report of the managers of the 
Pennsylvania Institution tor the Instruction of the 
Blind, located in this city, it appears that the whole 
number of pupils who have beea under care is eleven. 
One pupil was discharged at his own request. The 
Principal is Jeuivs R. Fareocanven, Esq. who pur- 
sues the system of instruction adupied by the celebra- 
ted and benevolent Hauy. Through the ingenuity 
and perseverance of the recording secretary, Mr. Ja- 
cob Snider, Jr. the Institution has been provided with 
a method of printing for the use of the blind, and the 
gospel of St. Mark has already been produced. ‘This 
invention, says the report, entitles its author to the 
gratiu.de of the afflicted, for whose benefit it is appli- 
cable, and it is an lgnor to the country, since it gives 
facilities in this branch of instruction hitherto unat. 
tained here or in Europe. 

The report speaks of the munificence of the legisla. 
ture in granting an appropriation of $10,000 to the In- 
stitution, and $10,000 additional, for the purchase of a 
lot for a suitable edifice, provided $20,000 are ramed 
from the community, and an earnest appeal is made 
to the liberality of the public in behalf of thie charity. 
One thousand dollars have already been received troin 
the citizens of Lancaster, Pa. 

The object of the institution is to rescue an untor-. 
tunate class of beiwngs—the blind—from the helpless- 
ness and misery generally attendant upon their condi. 
tion. It m= proposed by the cultivation of the other 
powers to obviete, as far as may be, the deprivation 
of sght; by education to furuml means of menial and 
bodily activity, and thus to raise the blind to the level 
of other men; to make them not only happy, but use- 
ful membors of society. ‘The system of education, ut 
is stated, is eminently practical, and assimilated, as far 
as possible, to that of the clear-sighted. The branches 
sucocedully taught in this intant istitution are, 
knowledge of the letiers of the alphabet and of or. 
thography, obtained through the medium of tangible 
letters, readirg by raised letters, writing upon slates, 
anthmetic, mental as well as by the ad of tangble 
figures, knowledge of things by the touch and by 
sound, music both vocal and inetrumen al, and various 
light handi-cralt emuloyments. 

The ma: agers, we presume, can scarcely tai of re- 
ceiving a warm and liberal support from the public, in 
behalf of so valuable and praweworthy an institution. 
The liberalny of Philadelpluans w provertsal, especially 
towards all chanties calculated tu lessen the sum of 
human msery, and obviate human musturtune.
